Medieval English 
Child Discussed 



Historical Club 
Meeting Hears 
Stuart Address 



T}}e Men's Historical Club held a 
meeting at Professor Adair's house, 
3578 University ilr^et, last night. 
The life of the Medieval child in 
England was discussed in a paper 
given by G. K. Stuart. The speaker 
began his talk by giving a general 
idea of the aims to be attained in 
the education of the Medieval 
child, with a description of the con- 
ditions under which that education 
was to be obtained. 

Education in the Middle Age was 
restricted principally to a church 
career or to other theological sub- 
jects. These studies were all car- 
ried on in Latin, and it Is to be 
remarked that, as a result a thor* 
ough knowledge of the English 
language was almost unknown. The 
nobility and the other landed gen- 
try did not look favourably on too 
much education for the serfs, par- 
ticularly after the Black Death, 
owing to the fact that this was 
liable to diminish the already 
scarce quantity of available labour. 
An education with an eye to en- 
tering the ranks of the church was 
the customary means by which a 
serf could raise his social standing. 

The speaker then gave a picture 
of the life lead by the average 
pupil in the monastic schools. 
They, "poor beggars," had to rise at 
6 ajn. and did not get their break* 
fast until 0 a.m.. after ceremon- 
lously chanting ' the "De Profun- 
dis." Castigation was liberally ad- 
ministered, and this was particular- 
ly popular during the Renaissance 
period. The only permissable med- 
ium of ° expression was the Latin 
language, and it la even pouible 
that students of that day knew 
more of this language than doei the 
average student of to-day. 

The speech ended with an analy- 
sis of the education imparted^ to the 
ladies of the day. Co-education was 
frowned upon, so that their school- 
ing consisted of what they could be 
taught at home.

EarlyvDoctors' 
Training, Life 
Topic of Talk 



Dr. Jessie lîoyd Scrivcr, n spe- 
cialist in pediatrics and a grad- 
uate of McGill, addressed the 
Pre-Mcdical Society yesterday 
on "Some A^pccla of the Early 
Training jafia ^Physician." 

T«'muBtra?heFlalk, Dr. Scriver 
selected a few passages .from the 
works of several famous doctors. 
Among these books was one by Sir 
William Osier, enUtlcd, "Equinim- 
itas," and another by Àmbroise 
Pare, one of the greatest French 
surgeons. Quoting from Sir William 
Osier's "Equinimltas," Dr. Scriver 
said, "Any person or any doctor 
should have a good book to read 
before going to sleep and when he 
gels up In the morning. Included in 
the list of books to be read on these 
occasions are the Old and the New 
TesUment, and the works of Wil 
liam Shakespeare." 

Dr. Scrivcr's address was a des- 
cription of what a perfect doctor 
should do, and how he should act 
She said, "Doctors should learn to 
seclude themselves from certain 
places when necessary, and learn 
to make the most of their time 
They should have a time-table to 
work by, and they would profit 
tremendously by reading general 
literature. They should think of 
their patients, they should search 
for the truth." 

At the end of the address, Joan 
Atkin thanked the speaker on be- 
half of the dub. ,

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The Diagnosis 

We ; reprinted yesterday an editorial 
that appeared in the December issue of the 
McGill Medical Journal, the publication 
of the Medical Undergraduate Society, and 
suggested to the readers that they diagnose 
the case. Below, we suggest a diagnosis 
that we should advance. 

Wc should mention first that llic writer 
flagrantly accuses the Students' Executive 
Council dictating, rather than represent- 
ing tl)c opinions of McGill Students. Does 
he forget that the medical students are rep- 
resented in the Council by a man of their 
own choice, elected by themselves to rep- 
resent them? Does he forget too, thai in 
the first pages of his magazine he states 
clearly that the opinions expressed arc 
those of the managing board of the Jour- 
nal? And yet he writes: "Medical stu- 
dents . . . wish only to remind the Students' 
Council" etc., etc., speaking for medical 
students in general. 

He criticizes the Council for its decision 
to substitute war work for the more ex- 
pensive and less materially productive 
activities of the campus, forgetting, prob- 
ably that thé medical representative to the 
Council was heartily in favor.

He says "it should continue that 
peaceful progress for which alone a war is 
Vworth fighting," and disagrees with some

P^ties consider it the role of the university to 
"undergo a violent and extremely artificial 
transformation in wartime." One would 
wonder just how artificial is the transfor- 
mation which is taking place in our labora-

p.haps he forgot about that.

Short-Recess 

The holiday that used to come around 
the end of February or the Beg^nning of 
March for the last five years, and known 
as the long week-end, the short receSs, oi 
the spring break, came up for discus.îion at 
ith^Jast^meeting of the Students' Council, 



Since the unexplained disappearance of 
the short recess, had caused some confusion 
among students who ware accustomed to 
using this release from lectures as a period 
in which to relax before exams, or in which 
to catch up in past work in preparation for 
future exams, the Council decided to in- 
vestigate. 

Briefly, wc present the past hislorj* o'l 
the short recess. The idea was first instj- 
tutcd in 1936, by the university Senate, and 
came into effect in 1937. It corresponded 
with similar periods in many universities 
in the United States. Some discussion took 
place last year on the. question of abolish- 
ing this holiday, but no action was taken 
until this year. The long week-end has 
now been abolished by the Senate upon 
recommendation of the Senate committee 
which is in charge of arranging the uni- 
versity calendar. 

Some reasons were advanced for ths 
abolishment. In the first place, it was felt 
that this holiday conflicted too much with 
Easter week, causing much lost time from 
lectures. It was also felt that in wartime, 
outside of other considerations, neither the 
university nor the students could afford to 
take that time off, when a number of holi- 
days were given in the fall term. 

It is, of course, definitely çcttled that 
there will be no short recess this year. 
Whether there will or will not be one next 
year depends upon the opinion and decision 
of.; the, Senate, with, we hope, some con- 
sideration' of the opinion of the student 
body. 




The Art Association et Montreal Is sponsor- 
ing a loan exhibition of masterpieces of paint- 
ings from next Thursday to March 8th, which 
will be the finest of its kind ever to be shown 
in Canada. Ttifs exhibition, for the benefit of 
the men of the allied merchant navies, will be 
opened by His Excellency, the Earl of Athlone, 
Governor-General of Canada, and H.RH. 
Princess Alice. """" 

Over one hundred and twenty-five pictures, 
hung on the Art Gallery walls, will illustrate 
the history of painting In Europe for the last 
five hundred years, Italian painting will begin 
In the fifteenth century with works by Man- 
tegna and da Masslna, am6ng the first paint- 
ers In oil colors. The art of Venice in the 16th, 
17th and I8th centuries is especially well rep- 
resented. There will be pictures by Titian, 
Veronese. Tintoretto, Canalctto, GUardi, and 
Longhi who illustrated the golden age of the 
Venetian era. 

The Flemish painters will include a Rubens 
and a Jordaens. These were sent from Belgium 
for exhibition at the World's Fair in New York, 
and, on the outbreak of war, -placed in the 
vaults of the Worcester Museum for safe-keep- 
ing. The Belgian Government, after lengthy 
negotiations, agreed generously to release these 
pictures especially for the Montreal Exhibition. 
The same generosity and co-operation has been 
found with representatives of the Dutch Gov- 
ernment who are allowing twelve of their most 
treasured paintings to be taken from the vaults 
in the United Slates where they have been 
placed for safety and sent up to Montreal. 
These will Include six pictures, the properly 
of the Ryksmuseum in Amsterdam, which were 
shown at the World's Fair. These, which in- 
clude Vcrmeer's "Milkmaid," had been placed 
in the guardianship of the Detroit Institute of 
Art. The Committee of the Loan Exhibition 
feels that any exhibition which lists a Ver- 
meer becomes, If for no other reason, one of 
the great artistic events of any city. 

Spain is to be represented by works of El 
Greco, the master who, though trained In the 
Venetim school of painting, developed a 
Spanish expression, and gave to Spain its first 
national art; by Velasquez, who became one of 
the world's greatest analytical portrait painters; 
by Ribera who painted with a robustness, 
almost modem in character; and by Goya, the 
last great painter of the Spanish School who 
died in the early nineteenth century. 

The English painters begin with Isaac 
Oliver, famous for his miniatures and for his 
very few oil paintings. Then, after Hogarth, 
whose delightful family groups will be shown, 
come the great portrait painters, Reynolds, 
Gainsborough, Romney, Lawrence, and two of 
the greatest of landscape painters. Turner and 
Constable. 

French art is remarkably well represented. 
Starting with Poussin and Claude Lorrain in 
the seventeenth century, it Includes many 
painters in the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, coming down to men as recent as Ce- 
zanne, Renoir, Gaugin and Picasso.' 

Special rates are being made for groups of 
students, and guide lectures may be arranged.

Today we turn for Inspiration to 
Russian Folk music. In this vast 
and Interesting field, there is source 
for many days* inspiration, but wc 
must confine ourselves to one iso- 
lated phase of the subject This is 
the irrhythm and atonality of the 
more primitive types of folk music. 

Musicologists have recently dis- 
covered that the dirge, or, as they 
term it, the "prevjasnk" is the most 
ancient of all musical forms. This 
is particularly true of Russian Folk 
music. In our field, the songs are 
characterized by lack of any ac- 
cented beat save the very last, and 
this, of course. Is an indication of 
its essentially irrhythmlc nature. 
Furthermore, the melodic theme — 
if such It may be called— invariably 
progresses by intervals of approxi- 
mately one tone; to be exact the 
Russian "whole-tone" Is 1V4 of ours. 
Since the melody never moves by 
intervals greater or smaller than a 
second, the music Is clearly atonal. 

These statements are not univer- 
sally true of Russian Folk music. In 
the case of the "govnlprjsk" or mar- 
riage song, there arc several authen- 
ticated instances of the first beat of 
the song being accented as well as 
the last, and of the melody jump- 
ing by intervals of a diminished 
fifUi and even, In one very daring 
case, by a minor ninth. It is obvious 
that these considerations do not 
Influence the rule that Russian 
music Is irrhythmJcal and atonal. 

But what, the reader will afk, 
has this to do with our thought for 
today? Very simply we answer. 
Ethnological considerations indicate 
that the basic musical strain in hu- 
man nature has progressed concom- 
itantly with his intellectual and 
moral development in precisely the 
ratio of his perception of the rhyth- 
micity and tonality of the Universe 
In contrast to his own limitations. 
Here is our thought Let us search 
our souls, realize the extent of the 
rhythm and tonality of our- exist- 
ence, and thereby appraise the de- 
gree of our intellectual advance- 
ment
